‘New Means To Check 


Climbing Prices In U.S. 
Sought By Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, April 28—Ad- 
ministration authorities, guided 
by a restatement of President 
Roosevelt's views, cast about to- 
day for new means t check 
climbing prices in the United 
States and prevent monopoly. 

The president, before leaving on 
a southern fishing trip, again ex- 
pressed his views. 

A new economy measure, em- 
powering President Roosevelt to 
cut any United States government 
appropriation as much as 15 per 
cent, reached the House of Repre- 
sentatives today bearing the ap- 
proval of the budget bureau. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Can- 
non (D., Mo.), would hold back 15 
per cent of every fund voted by 
Congress for government units and 
let the president release such por- 
tions as he thought necessary 

Representative Taber of New 
York, ranking Republican on the 
house appropriations committce 
asked instead that the president re- 
vise his estimates of government 
expenses in 1938 to balance them 
with expected income. Mr. Roose- 
velt said last week the deficit 
probably would be about $418,000,- 
000.

Add to the list of new detective thriller 
literature “The Case of the Anti-Soviet Trotsky - 
ite Center” —a record of the recent treason trials 
in Russia. It is a verbatim report of the Mos- 
cow trials, translated into English, and published 
for sale at a dollar by the New York agency of 
the People’s Commissariat of Justice. It's a 
whopper of a report, There are 586 pages of it. 

The accusations were so bizarre and the con- 
fessions so ineredible that many people on this 
continent believed either torture or drugs had 
been used upon the accused. Only by such 
extreme explanations could they comprehend 
how men who had placed their lives and liber- 
ties in jeopardy for the Revolution could be 
found guilty on their own confessions of con- 
spiring to destroy the Soviet state. 

Reading the record of the trial explodes the 
theory that the accused were not free to defend 
themselves. They argued with the prosecutor. 
Radek came near to making a fool of him at 
times. They quarreled among themselves on 
minor points. They admitted conspiracy but 
insisted on the sincerity of their motives, and 
admit conduct that invaded their

Siberian railroads to Japanese spies. As part of 
their program of sabotage and terrorism they 
had deliberately drawn bad plans for factories 
and mines, that accidents were caused and 
production delayed. All these things they had 
done in the belief that they were carrying out 
polic'es laid down by Trotsky himself 

There's a theme for a moralist in the story of 
how Kynazev became enmeshed in the toils of 
treason. His fellow Trotskyists learned he had 
“held out” them the fact that a Jepanese 
diplomat had tried to bribe him. Under threat of 
denouncing him to the GPU as a Japanese spy 
they forced him into their terrorist campaign 
The Japanese in turn, forced him to become an 
actual traitor by threatening to expose him as 
a Trotskyist. Death must have been little less 
unwelcome than life under two such tyrannies.
